HOW COLONEL’S EYES WERE OPENED 


Burlington, Vt., Aug. 29.—[Special.]—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt put in a lively day in 
Yermont, making the last of eight speeches 
here tonight. He encountered friendly 
‘gowds of good stze everywhere. 

For 150 miles the Progressive leader raced 
ip automobiles proclaiming the doctrines of 
the new party. He started at 9 a. m. and 
kept it up until nearly midnight. When he 
arrived in Burlington, where he spent the 
sight, he was covered with dust, but sald 
he was in (ne trim and hada“ bull * day. 

Early in the day he waded into the Stand- 
ard Oil controversy. He denounced Sena- 
tor Penrose of Pennsylvania and John D. 
archbold as representatives of “ the com- 
ination between crooked business and 
@ooked politics.” 

Archbold Didn’t Get the Goods. 

“Archbold and Penrose,’’ he said, “ testi- 
fed that Mr. Bliss had attempted to black- 

mail the Standard Ol] company. Mr. Arch- 
bold didn’t complain because he was black- 
mailed. What he complained of was that 
he didn't get the goods. 

“Penrose testified that he tried to black- 
mail the Standard Oil company by saying 
that if it. didn’t contribute it might incur 
hostility in certain quartere 

“As the senator has admitted ,wimat he 
tas done he should be thrown out of the 
fhaté of the United States The man writes 
lis own cons nation down himseif.”’ 
*The former president all day appealed for 
mpport for the Progressive party. He said it 
was the party of the present and future, while 
the old parties were parties of the past. 

“The procession is going along,” said é. 
"I want Vermont to lead it.” 

He predicted victory for the Progressives, 
and prophesied the passing of the Republican 
party. He referred. to President Taft as 
“the last of the reactionaries.’’ 


When His Eyes Were Opened. 

le one of ‘this speeches Col. Roosevelt ex- 
pained how it was that he came to espouse 
the political principles advocated by the Pro- 
When he went into public 
life, he sald, he had no idea of the way in 
which “ big business "' was conducted. 

“I was puzzled years ago,"’ he said, “ by 
the opposition I encountered from certain 
big business men who I thought were re- 
spectable. Some of them, I am sorry to say, 
went to church and played being respecta- 
ble. I was shocked and horrified when I 
learned what they were doing.” 

One incident after another, he said, con- 
vinced him while he was governor of New 


* York and later in his public life that certain 
large corporations were “ crooked.’’ When 


he became governor. he said, he doubted if he 
knew what the. initiative and referendum 
and other measures of the kind really were. 
It was through his experience that he came 
to the belief that such measures were neces- 
sary to place the people in more direct con- 
tel of their agencies of government. 


Attacks Democrats on Tariff. 

In his speech tonight in Burlington the 
lionel went more fully into the aims and 
Purposes of the Progressives. 

He demanded the immediate repeal of the 
Canadian reciprocity law and attacked the 
Democratic party for its stand on the tariff, 
‘tying that if its plank were put into effect 
it would “ cause utter ruin both to our agri- 
cultural and incustrial communities and have 
almost no effect on helping the consumer.” 

The colonel] gave high praise to Gov. John- 
sen, his running mate, enumerating the many 
reforms put through in California under 
Johnson.

BATTLES IN COURT 


West Hammond Reformer Re- 
lates Amazing Stories of 
Magistrate Green. 


MANY OFFICIALS SUMMONED 


Miss Virginia Brooks and some of her West 
Hammond allies told Judge Owens in the 
County court yesterday about some of the 
oddities tn her téwn that for several years 
have dispensed “ justice.” 

When the testimony had been taken Judge 
Owens said he did not know whether to 
laugh or weep. 

Then he authorized the filing of informa- 
tions charging Frank Green and Charles 
Wittenburg, justices of the peace at West 
Hammond and Burnham, respectively, with 
malfeasance in office, neglect of duty, ex- 
tortion, and several other offenses. 

The testimony was so striking that the 
judge and Aesistant County Attorney 
Thomas L. Johnson decided tocall to account 
all the city officials of West Hammond and 
the village authorities of Burnham. Duces 
técum subpecenas were issued for them. 


Continuance to Investigate Records. 

The case against Green and Wittenberg 
was continued for two weeks to give the 
county officials time to investigate the 
records. 

According to the report of an accounting 
concern, the police records show that during 
the last year fifty-one cases have been dls- 
misged. The books of Justice of the Peace 
Green show that 127 cases were dismissed. 
The police books say seven were held under 
bonds. Green's books say four. 

The police records show that 131 prisoners 


‘were released on payment of costs; Green's 


books say eighty-three paid costs. The police 
say forty-seven paid fines; Green's bookssay 
forty paid fines. The police books show three 
cases were nonsuited. The magistrate’s 
books say there were seven. 

Assistant County Attorney Johnson said 
the accounting firm found $164 of funds un- 
accounted for ‘by Green. 


Forget Their Books in Same Place, 

When the proceedings against Green and 
Wittenberg began Judge Owens discovered 
the two men had suffered a lapse of memory 
and had forgotten to bring along their books, 
although both hadi been summoned on sub- 
Ppeenas duces tecum. 

Fortunately it developed that they had 
forgotten their official documents in the 
same place, the office of their counsel, 80 a 
deputy sheriff had no difficulty in bringing 


the records into court, where they were im-” 


pounded: The afternoon was devoted to the 
telling of strange tales. 

Once upon 4 time, according to Miss Brooks, 
there was a bachelor in West Hammond 
named Henry Wolf, who owned a neat little 
cottage surrounced by & well kept lawn.

HOOPS IN PRISON: 
CALLED ‘MASHER’ 


Rich Manufacturer Refuses to 
Pay Fine of Son Accused of 
Accosting Girl While 
in His Auto. 


DOOMED TO BRIDEWELL. 


Harold F. Hoops, the son of William H. 
Hoops, a wealthy fireplace manufacturer, 
whose escapades, matrimonial and other- 
wise, in the, last five or six years have added 
to the gavety of the gossips, hag finally got 
into a scrape out of which he may have to 
extricate himself unaided. 

Young Hoops was fined $25 yesterday as a 
*‘masher.’’ His father has refused to pay 
the fine. The result is that young Hoops 
is locked up in jail and that there-.is every 
probability he will be sent to the bridewell 
today to serve out that fine and the attendant 
costs at the rate of 50 cents a day. 


Girl Going Home from Work, 

Hoops was arrested on Wednesday night 
at East Thirty-first and South Wabash ave- 
nues by Detectives Kelly and O’Brien after 
they had seen him alight from an automobile 
and accost Margaret Baldwin, who was on 
her way home from work. 

According to the statements of the de. 
tectives Hoops was driving south on Michi- 
gan avenue and when he saW the girl he 
Stopped the machine and ran after her. 


i He seized her by the arm and asked her if 


she wanted to take a ride. Seeing the girl 
Struggling to get away the detectives in- 
terfered and placed him under arrest. 

The father of the boy was communicated 
with immediately after his arrest, but he 
refused to do anything for him. 


Father Let Him Go to Jail. 

“Let him work out his own salvation,” he 
told the police. 

When Mr. Hoops was informed yesterday 
afternoon that his son had been fined and 
would be committed to the bridewell if the 
fine was not paid, he said he could not make 
up his mind to pay it. 

“I quarreled with him about six months 
ago on account of the life he was leading,” 
he asserted, “and I have not seen much of 
him since. I cannot make up my mind to pay 
his fine. I am sorry to see a son of mine go 
to the bridewell, but it may be for the best.’’ 


Recall Runaway Marriage. 

Young Hoops gained notoriety two years 
ago by his clandestine marriage to Miss 
Florence I. Haven, daughter of former Judge 
Dwight C. Haven of 6212 Kimbark avenue. 
The ceremony was performed at Joliet. It 
caused excitement among the relatives of 
both. Later another marriage ceremony 
was performed by a clergyman. The couple 
made their home at 4105 Drexel avenue. 

Prior to the marriage Hoops got himself 
into trouble with an Elgin jeweler from 
whom he ordered a diamond ring worth $625, 
giving in payment a check which is said to 
have been worthless.

TRAIN HITS CAR; 


THIRTY-FIVE HURT 


Motorman ‘‘Takes Chance’ at 
Crossing; Engineer Falls 
to Stop in Time. 


MEN TRAMPLE DOWN WOMEN 


Five women were seriously injured and ; 
thirty other persons hurt yesterday after- ; 


noon in a collision between an Hiinois Cen- 
tral éxpress train and a crawded La Grange 
trolley car at Parkway, a suburb twelve 
miles west of Chicago. 

Absence of any Titanic heroes among the 
men pasengers of the wrecked car was said 
to have been conspicuous. During the con- 
fusion following the crash men trampled 
down women = rushing for exits. There was 
no chance of “ women first.’’ 

The five women most seriously injured are: 


Mre. Anna MeGuire, 825 Sedgwick 
street; internally injured, cuts on face and 
arms and severe body bruises. 

Mra. H. Race, who lives in Congress 
Park; internally injured and cut by glass. 

Mies Clara Baake, 44 Burlington ave- 
nue, La Grange; a telephone operator; prob- 
able injuries*to her spine, deep cuts on her 
neck by glass. 

Mrs. >. S. Rollins, 4403 Michions ave- 
nue; internal injuries and cuts and body 
brujses. 

Mre. Emma Koehler, 525 West Sixty- 
fifth place, a nurse; cuts on head and body 
bruises. 


Motorman “Takes a Chance.”’ 

The accident, according to the stories of the 
injured passengers, appears to have been due 
to the trolley car motorman’s “taking a 
chahce " on being able to get across the rail- 
road tracks ahead of the express train, which 
was coming into the Parkway station ata 
rate of about twenty miles an hour. When 
he saw he was going to fall, it Is said, he 
jumped to safety, heaving the passengers to 
their fate. The conductor of the trolley car 
also jumped. 

The motorman of the La Grange car had 
waited until the conductor signaled him to 
go ahead after getting off at the crossing. 
With the express train less than fifty feet 
away and slowing up for the stop at Park- 
way station, the interurban car was started 
full speed ahead. While it was half way 
across the track it was struck by the express 
train. The car was thrown against the end 
of the platform of the station. 


Passengers Help in Rescues, 

While a special train carrying nurses and 
physicians was speeding toward Parkway the 
crew and passengers of the express. train 
worked with the crew of the wrecked inter- 
urban car to reseve the women from under 
the wreckage of seats and woodwork. 

Supt. Gilbert of the Interurban company 
issued a statement following an interview 
with William Corrigan, motorman, and A. 
Mumm, conductor, of the La Grange car. 

“ Corrigan thought he could clear the crossa- 
ing before the train reached It,” said the su- 
perintendent, ‘‘ and became confused and re- 
versed the power when he found that a col- 
liston was inevitable. Thecrossing is unpro- 
tected, and under the state law a train must 
come to a full stop within fifty feet. If the 
engineer had observed that law there would 


have been no wreck.” 


Engineer Defends Self. 

Engineer James Crowley of the express 
train said he saw the interurban car stop 
east of the crossing and supposed the motor- 
man would wait until his train had passed. 

* When the car was started up again my 
train was lees than fifty feet away and I 
could not stop in three times that distance, 
although I had already applied the air for the 
stop at Parkway,’’ he said. 

Mrs. Emma Koehler gave her version of the 
accident after being placed in a ward at the 
Illinois Central hospital. | 

“T was sitting in the front end of the ear,” 
she said, “and saw the train approaching 
after the motorman had stopped the car 
just east of the crossing. When he started 
the car full speed toward the railroad tracks

THOUSANDS ON RECORD SILENTLY 


The new hour and wage contract offered 
the employés of Chicago’s surface street car 
lines is believed to have been repudiated by 
the ballots pf the union men. The polis 
closed at 4 o'clock this morning. More than 


8,000 men voted on the proposition. 


After the judges and clerks had kept the 


rooms were locked and the counting of bal- 
lots began. 

As the election officials were under oath 
not to divulge the result of the election to 
any persons except the international officers, 
who are not now in Chicago, positive assur- 
ance of the result of the balloting could not 
be secured. However. representatives of the 
companies who had made it a point to watch 
the polling places professed to believe the 
proposition had lost. This sentiment was 
echoed on the part of some union leaders. 


Union Officials Predict Rejection. 

Local officers of the unions said at night 

that if the sentiment expressed by the men 
at the recent massmeetings held in different 
sections of the city could be taken as an in- 
dex the proposed contract would be rejected 
A south sice official declared the offer would 
be rejected by a substantial majority by the 
employés of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany. 

* Tf that ie the case the contract will be re- 
jected by an overwhelming majority on the 
north and west side,” was suggested. | 

“T am afraid it will be rejected there by a 
heavy vote,” he replied. “‘ And yet youcan’t 
tell. I know what the sentiment has been 
during the last few days as expressed by the 
men, but they may change their minds at the 
last moment.” 

All the workers who could be induced to 
talk about the vote on the contract—and few 
would discuss it—agreed the union members 
had been disappointed over the new contract 
and that most of them had threatened to cast 
their vote against accepting it. 


“Silent Vote” a Big Factor. 

All agreed also that the silent vote coulé 
not be analyzed. The total vote, it was said, 
was lighter than a few weeks ago, when the 
strike vote was taken. 

One of the local union officers discounted 
the opposition to the contract, saying most 
of the men who were against the new wage 
agreement did practically all the talking. 
He declared it was possible a false impres« 
sion had been given in this manner of the 
actual sentiment ofthe street carmen. He 
said it was usually the case that the silent 
voters were the ones who carried the day. 

At 11 o'clock at night about 2,500 south 
side car men had cast their ballots at the 
union headquarters, Sixty-third and Halsted 
streets, It’ was estimated the total vote 
would be about 3,200 In that quarter. The 
south side union numbers 3,800 men. The Chi- 
cago Rathways company has 7,000 men who 
are entitled to vote. It was believed nearly 
5,000 of that number would cast their ballots. 


Figures Held Back. 

Unless some of the local officials should 
pass the word secretly today, nothing definite 
will be known of the referendum vote result 
until tomorrow, when the internationai offi- 
cials will make the announcement. Interna- 
tional President W. D. Mahon, who is away 
from the city, will return tomorrow and re- 
ceive the figures. 

Comments of many of the north and west 
side men after leaving Schlitz hall, where 
the north and west side car men voted, indi- 
cated there was much dissatisfaction with the 
offer of the company. These men asserted 
1 cent an hour increase in the maximum 
wage was not enough and also were heard to 
criticise the three year term of service ree 
quired to get the highest pay. ‘ 


Only Demand “Living Wage.” 

* All we want is a living wage,” one con- 
ductoh\remarked after he had cast his ballot, 
“This offer does not give us that. 
increase might be satisfactory just now, but 
we have to bind ourselves to be satistiéd with 
that for three years. At the rate living ex- 
penses have gone up in the last three years 
we don’t know where they will be three yours. 
from now.”’

Attacks on Roosovelt Policies 
Made. by Prineipal Speak- 
ers at Convention.

Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 29.—[Special. ]—The 
Institute of Criminology. a branch of the 
American Bar association, recommenced a 
general plan today for reudcing the number 
of Black Hand murders. 

The scheme is principally the suggestions 
of Cino Speranza, counsel of the consul gen- 
eral of Italy in New York, who has made a 
year’s study of the question with other mem- 
bers of the committee consisting of Miss 
Jane Addams and Miss Grace Abbott of 
Chicago, Prof. George W. Kirchwey of Co- 
lumbia university, Prof. Charles C, Hyde of 
Northwestern university, and Attorney 
Frederic R. Coudert of New York. 


Some Remedies Proposed. 

To prevent these crimes the institute rec- 
ommended. 

Strengthening of the methods of exclu- 
sion of alien criminals. 

Requiring criminal record and photo- 
graph shall accompany passports. 

Deport alien criminals for any crime 
committed within five years after arrival. 

Creation of a secret police system. 

An international conference to suggest 

@ treaty securing codperation between all 

nations in apprehending-criminals. 

A code of ethics for judges was advocated 
by Attorney Charles A. Boston of New York 
before the legal section of the Bar associa- 
tion. Four years ago a code for lawyers was 
approved. 

At the Bar association meeting proper Mr. 
Boston presented a resolution for a perma- 
nent committee on ethics. It was referred 
to the executive committee. 


Wants to Advise Legislators. 

William Draper Lewis, dean of the Univer- 
gity of Pennsylvania Law school, who draft- 
ed the Progressive party platform, prevailed 
upon the association to appoint a special com- 

‘ mittee to devise a plan for giving expert ad- 
vice and information to state legislatures. 
Three unsuccessful efforts were made to 
pigeonhole the scheme. 

It is Prof. Lewis’.idea to have a bureau at 
each state capitol, such as has Wisconsin, to 
supply the legislators with information not 
only regarding all laws and results of investi- 
gations in the country, but also like informa- 
tion from foreign nations. This, he said, 
would produce legislation of benefit to the 
people and also prevent the enactment of 
many unconstitutional and ill advised laws. 

Harry Mecartney of Chicago presented a 
resolution for a permanent office of tHe or- 
ganization in the middle west, preferably in 
Chicago. Action was deferred for a year. 


Attacks Made on Roosevelt, 

Every one of the six formal speeches de- 
livered before the association had some at- 
tack upon Roosevelt or his policies. The one 
which received the most applause was read 
by Henry D. Estabrook of New York. Re- 
ferring to the recall he said: 

“Tt is a dastardly, cowardly, cruel con- 
trivance that wou!d make the iniquity of the 
inquisition almost respectable by compari- 
son.” 

He referred to “ certain one-eyed leaders 
of the blind.”’ Later he said: 

“The recall would be turning over justice 
to the elements, for Victor Hugo says truly 
that a mobis an element. There is no more 
conscience in its bellow than that of a bull 
moose.” 

Frank B. Kellogg of St. Paul, the govern- 
ment’s ‘ trust buster,’’ was elected president 
of the association for the next year, suc- 
ceecing Stephen 8S. Gregory of Chicago. The 
sessions of the association proper ended 
with a banquet this evening.

The first of the indicted men to be arrested 
was. Dennis J. Collins of Cambridge, who 
was charged in two counts with transporting 
the dynamite through the streets of Boston 
without a permit. The bail of Collins was 
fixed at $1,500. In. default of that he was 
locked: up. Later the bail was Increased to 
$5,000. It wes said an additional charge 
would be made against him. 

Warrants were isstied for the other men. 
Their “ames will be made public tomorrow, 


Three Years Maximum Term. 

The maximum penalty for conspiracy in 
connection with the placing of dy namite is 
three years’ imprisonment. The accused 
men, if found guilty, could be fined or sent 
to jail in the discretion of the court. 

Police Inspector Lynch left the courthouse 
to look for the men under indictment. It 
is expected the arrests will be made tomor- 
row. 

The indictment of the four men comes as 
a startling climax to one of the most bitter 
textile struggles this country ever saw. 
When the Lawrence strike was at its height 
dynamite was found in three places in the 
city—in a tailor shop, a cobbler shop, and 
in a cemetery. 


Strikers Absolved in Plot. 

It was charged strikers had procured the 
explosive for the purpose of blowing up the 
mills unless the mi!fll men gave in. The 
strikers indignantly denied the allegation 
and said the dynamite was a ‘‘ plant '’ made 
for the purpose of injuring the cause of the 
operatives. The etrikers won their battle. 

It is now believed prominent men planned 
the dynamite incident for the purpose of 
dealing a blow to the strikers. 


BECKER DEFENSE SHATTERED; 
STOCK PROFIT STORY DENIED. 


“Lefty Louie’ and “Gyp the Blood” 
Hiding Near New York—Gaynor and 
Waldo to Testify. 


New York, Aug. 29.—The defense set up 
in behalf of Police Lieutenant Becker, al- 
leged instigator of the Rosenthal murder 
that he accumulated his fortune of nearly

COMMERCE JUDGE ARCHBALD 
ASKS FOR RELIEF FROM DUTY. 


Chief Justice White Takes No Action 
Owing to Ambiguous Law Creating 
the Bench. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 29.—Judge R. W. 

Archbald of the Commerce court, whose 
trial under impeachment proceedings is im- 
pending before the senate, has asked Chief 
Justice White of the United States Supreme 
court temporarily to relieve him of duty. 
The chief justice ha» taken no action on the 
request.

‘Louis Potter Expires After Treat- 
ment by Chinese Doctor. . 


CORONER MAKES AN INQUIRY 


International Fame Acquired by Young 


' Man by Excellent Work. 


Seatth, Wash., Aug. 29.—Louis Potter of 
New York, a noted American sculptor, died 
in an obscure hotel here today after undergo- 
ing ten days’ treatment at the hands of a 
Chinese physician for a skin disease which 
he had been afflicted with aimost since birth. 

Investigation by the coroner disclosed that 
Potter had been without food since Friday, 
when he submitted to an operation. The ab- 
domen was scratched with scissors and an 
oriental plaster applied to the laceratedsur- 
face. 


Doctor to Be Questioned. 

Coroner Snyder is convinced the death was 
not caused by blood poisoning as at first be- 
lieved. He said he would examine the Chi- 
nese doctor tomorrow to learn the exact ns 
ture of his treatment of Potter. 

Mr. Potter, who came here ten days ago 
with his wife, told a few friends he was seek- 
ing relief from a dermal malady which Amer- 
ican and European physicians had told him 
was not serious but was incurable: 


Famous as a Sculptor. 

New York, Aug. 29.—Louis Potter was not 
quite 39 years old, but he had attained inter- 
national fame as a sculptor. Several years 
ago he made a remarkable bust of Mark 
Twain, although he had never seen the great 
humorist, and worked solely by the aid of 
pictures. <A Potter group entitled “‘ Earth- 
bound,”’ exhibited here last year, was an- 
other of his noteworthy productions. 

Mr. Potter wae born in Troy, N. Y. and 
studied in this country and abroad. Perhaps 
his best known works are groups of American 
and Alaskan Indians.

Assails Taft Veto of Free List 
Bill, Which He Says Injured - 
the Agricuiturists. 


Easton, Pa., Aug. 28.—Gov. Woodrow Wil- 
son invaded Pennsjlvania today intending 
only to make an address at the State Gran 
gers’ picnic at Williams Grove, south of Har- 
risburg. 

The governor was surrounded by such big 
crowds wherever his train stopped that he 
found when he crossed from Pennsylvania 
into ‘New Jersey at Easton tonight he had 
made half a dozen speeches, had shaken

I haven't any reverence for any 
economic doctrine whatever except so far as 
it works. 


Says Farmer Needs No Protection.

When this work is accomplished and 
further reinforcements are sent to Managua, 
the admira? states, American life and prop- 
erty along the line of the railroad will be 
safe. 

Admiral Southerland will send at least 500 
marines to Managua. This force will then be 
drawn upon to send relief to Matagalpa, 
where more than 100 American planters are 
in peril. 

The Denver will go to San Juan de]j Sur, 
where the Nicaraguan cable station it. It 
will there act as receiver for wireless mes- 
gages from the vessels at Corinto. 

The American forces now in Nicaragua 
gumber about 1,000 marines and bluejackets.

FACES CONTEMPT CHARGE? 


First Action Against It Since Its Dis- 
solution Was Decreed. 


Dallas. Tex., Aug. 20.—The federal grand 
jury here today returned an jndictment 
charging a number of prominent oil men 
as representatives of the Standard Of] com- 
pany with conspiracy and combination in 
violation of the anti-trust laws. The case 
is set for the January term of court. 

It is alleged that Individual defendants, 
the Standard Oil company and the Mag- 
nolia Petrolewm company, conspired to de- 
stroy the business of the Pierce-Fordyce Oil 
association of Texas. The specific offense 
is alleged to have occurred June 29, 1912. 

The names appearing in the indictment 
are Calvin N. Paine of Titusville, Pa., John 
D. Archbold of New York, Henry C. Folger 
Jr..of New York, John Sealin of Galveston, 
A. C. Ebie of Dallas, E. R. Brown of Corsi- 
cana, Tex.: W. S. Teagle of Plainfield, N. Je 
and the Stancard Oil company of New York 
and the Standard Oil company of New Jer- 
sey, and the Magnolia Petroleum company of 
Texas. 


Attempt to Monopolize Trade. 

The Indictment alleges that the Pierce- 
Fordyce Oil association is engaged in selling 
various oils and lubricants in the territory 
named, and, not being a producer or manu- 
facturer, it has bought ite supplies from 
the three companies named in the indict- 
ment; that the defendants entered into a 
conspiracy for the Magnolia company to es- 
tablish rival agencies and sell direct to con- 
sumers in the towns where ‘the Pierce-For- 
dyce association has agencies, to hire away 
the agents and MHicers of that association; 
to announce that the association would not 
last: to sell oils to the trade at prices lower 
than it charged the association, and to re- 
fuse td sell that association engine naphtha 
and gasoline, without whicl® products it 
could make no sales whatever to many cus 
temers. 

Three years ago the Waters-Pierce Oll 
company, the Security Oil company, and the 
Navarro Refining company, in proceedings 
brought by the attorney general of Texas, 
were held to be trusts. The expulsion of the 
Waters-Pierce company from Texas and the 
corporate-death of the others was decreed. 
Their properties were sold out under judg- 
ment. 

May Face Contempt Charge.

- GOOD ROADS PLAN 


Will Spend $500,000 in Experi- 
‘ments in Conjunction 
with States. 


REPLY TO FARMERS’ PLEA 


Adoption of Parcels Post Scheme 
on Rural Delivery Routes Also 
Spurs United States On. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 29.—[Special. ]— 
Every farmer and every automohilist in the 


ing that the government, as the result of an 
appropriation of half a million dollars the 
last session of congress, is about to co- 
operate with the several states to provide 
good roads. 

Experiments are to be made in the way of 
constructing smooth and broad -highwaeys in 
each state, if the authorities of the state 
agree to expend double the amount of money 
the government will disburse. 

On account of bad roads many farmers 
report they are unable to get their produce 
promptly to the market, with the result that 
they lose millions of dollars annually. 


Aid All Over Country. 

-“ As a result of the experiments about to 
be conducted,” Logan Waller Page, chief of 
the public roads office of the department of 
agriculture, said tonight, “‘ the government 
may enter upon a systematic campaign of 
aiding the good roads movement throughout 
the country. 

“Although it was only last Saturday con- 
gress passed the postoffice appropriation bill 
authorizing the expenditure of $500,000 for 
this purpose, plans already are well under 
way. The object of the experiments is to 
furnish data showing how far the national 
improvements of roads will assist the rural 
free delivery service of the postoffice, and 
how far it will ald the farmers by facilitating 
the transportation of their products. 

‘* The bill provides, however, that the state 
or local district in which’each of the road 
experiments is conducted must furnish twice 
the amount of money expended by thegov- 
ernment. - 

“If the appropriation were apportioned 
equally between all the states, each would 
receive about $10,000. We have thought it 
best, however, to allow only $8.000 to each 
state, reserving the remainder to cover ex- 
penses In addition to those contemplated.
